Let Some One Get Them Who Can, 


His Plea

work for wages on their days off, 
is a copy of one sent by the writer 
to tha board of fire and police com- 
missioners.

that with laborers out of work here, 
if the men in the public 
service 


cannot make enough to live on the 
jobs' they have some one else should 
be given a chance to pot them who 
can".

[To the Editor]—Arc there 
no 


rules or regulations covering fire- 
men and policemen in rcg-ards to 
working on their days off at other 
jobs ? 


I am a machinist by trade but 


owing to slack times I have 
not 


worked at it for over two years. I 
am a married man with a wife and 
two children to support, rent to 
pay and coal to buy. During the 
last three, years I have made less 
than $900'a year, and were it not 
for what money I saved during the 
rood times, God only knows what I 
would be doing now. 


I am ready nnd willing to do sn> 


kind of work and on the job I am 
now on—laboring—I started threo 
weks ago at 45 conts an 
hour. 


Now I am getting 25 cents an hour 
and nine hours' work a day. 


Compare 
these 
wages 
wrth 


$1,620-?1,730 a year rain or shine 
and then see there is no wonder 
why men are 
talking 
about the 


fellows working on tne tire 
and 


police departments, who on their 
days off do odd jobs for. those who 
want them. The work they do con- 
sists of driving funeral cars, ice 
cream1 wagons, repairing and dick- 
ering in automobiles and- in some 
cases unloading lumber—not 
for 


themselves but for others. 


This is what I call stealing the 


bread out of the mouths of those 
who arc needy. They are willing 
to work but can not .find anything 
to do. Don't you 
suppose 
that 


those odd dollars would buy gro- 
ceries and provisions for some poor 
devil .just as well as for those fel- 
lows who are sure of their regular 
salaries?

public service can not make enough 
to lire on at the jobs they have, let 
some one have the chance to get 
them who can.

GENTOEMEN : Your committee to whom was referred the resolution 


of Mr. Cady at the November session, referring to the question of pro- 
viding room for the new court, have had-the same under consideration 
and beg leave to report as follows: 
• .. 


Your committee met on December 28th,; together with Judges Stevens 


and Hoppman, the county chairman and Mr.' Claude, of'Claude and 
Starcfc, architects. 
. 


i It was then decided that there were two ways, we could provide more 


room, one was to remodel the attic of the courthouse, and the other 
was to build a new annex on the southeast side of the courthouse on 
the ground recently purchased by the county/ This new annex would 
be connected to the courthouse by corn'dors on each 
floor. 
; 
It was further decided to have the architect inspect the present court- 


house and see what would be necessary to do in order to accommodate 
the needs of the county for some time to come, also to make a complete 
report to the committee as to costs, etc.,' on both these plans, which has 
all been done, and the architect's report is as follows: 


GENTLEMEN: Following your instructions _to • inspect the present 


courthouse and see what would be necessary and possible to do in the 
way of remodeling this.building ia such manner .as to accommodate the 
circuit court and related offides, we beg to report as follows: 


We have'thoroughly gone over this building, and plans and find that 


it would be necessary to build up rear wall and walls at end of old 
circuit court room,- (including-court reporter's, room and library), to 
'a height of about twenty-four feet above .cornice, line.' Remove-one 
of the large trusses supporting court room ceiling-, and roof and support 
the floor in attic by means of plate girders,, the length of circuit court 
room. Windows would have to be changed.m.the tower to matte this 
space available for the judge's chambers. Dormers would _have to be 
built in the roof to get-light for reporters' rooms toilets, jury rooms, 
etc. The elevator would have to be extended to-this floor, a new stair 
would have to be built from the new court room floor to the floor below 
this stairs, in which case, it would take up space required for the judge s 
chamber or spac'e over present court reporter's room, using this space 
and taking out space required for jury and lawyers rooms m upper 
floor, or build a fire escape from top to bottom of the .building on the 
outside. All of this will, require a great deal of cutting, fitting, and 
teeing out (if existing work, all material will have to be hoisted to the 
top flcir at very considerable expense. The steel girders necessary to 
support floor would have to be built up in sections and riveted together 
in the space between the present courthouse ceiling and attic floor. This 
would be very slow work, and a large amount of scaffolding would be 
necessary, both to support girders and to protect ceiling. All structural 
iron and steel in the building would have to be fire .proofed; this includes 
all exposed steel in roof construction. 
The entire electric wiring.of 


building would have-to be gone over and made to comply with present 
underwriters' rules for first class fire proof construction. Finally dur- 
ins the progress of this work the roof oh circuit court room would have 
to be removed and either housed in,' at a- large expense, or risk taken 
of water causing thousands of dollars damages in the circuit court and 
adjoining rooms. When the above mentioned work was completed, the 
attic would be ready to be divided into the rooms as desired and could 
be madd to accommodate the circuit court, judge, jury, clerk, reporters, 
and lawyers' rooms, but would not afford any of the much needed enlarg- 
ment -or the accommodation of the probate judge, records county clerk, 
county treasurer, supervisors, assessor of incomes, district attorney, 
surveyor and others.

While it is impossible to make anything like an accurate estimate of 


cost in work of this nature, it is readily seen that a very large propor- 
tion of the cost would consist of labor made necessary to overcome the 
disadvantages of working over the old building and_all such work is 
necessarily thrown-away in the sense that no value will be received for 
it 
Taking this into consideration, we do not believe that the changes 


can be made for less than $50,000, and might cost considerably more 
than this sum. Taking all of the above considerations in view, we do 
not believe it wise or good economy to spend so much money in altera- 
tions and changes in the old building.

Having considered what could .-bevdone in the old, it remains .to-be 


seen what can be done by. building-.a'complete new building-.to house 
all of the needs of the county -for the" next thirty or forty years' and, 
the cost of such a building.'

You already have the necessary'land for this purpose and: the loca- 


tion and size of this property at'once suggests how such a building 
should be planned. 


1st 
To provide sufficient room for the new court, supervisors and 


2^.° Torso connect'the new building to the old in such a manner as 


to afford convenient access from one building to the other, and at tne 
same time provide good light in both buildings, and to cause the mini- 
mum expense in remodeling the old courthouse. 


The property adjoining the present courthouse is one hundred and one 


feet wide'from rear of circuit court room wall to the southeast lot line 
and the full length of the courthouse property. We have held numerous 
conferences with members of your committee' and with the judges, 
assessor of incomes, highway commission, and other county officers, and 
from the data'so acquired, we find that it will be necessary to design 
a building one hundred feet long and averaging fifty-four feet m width, 
placed parallel to the present courthouse and connected to it by means 
of a corridor. The location of this corridor has been given careful con- 
sideration and we decided that it should be cut through from the main 
corridor'of the courthouse on first story through the probate clerks 
office' across a court twenty to twenty-three 'feet wide and entering 
the new building on the side near the center. In the second story, this 
passage would extend through the present circuit court reporter s office, 
library, and waiting room. In this way no important rooms will be 
disturbed 
The space between • passage and probate clerk's office will 


serve as a room for the treasurer, and'the county clerk will be given 
the present treasurer's room, and. the county judge's room will be given 
to the sheriff. A stairway is provided in this-corridor "between the old 
and new building. " The new building is designed to meet the follow- 
ing neWs:

Ground Floor...-Entrance,' surveyor, highway commission, drainage 


commission, t«Iets, corridor to old courthouse. 
From corridor to end 


of building the space to be occupied by the'assessor-of incomes. 


First Floor. County court, judge's private office, reporter's room, 


record room., clerk's -room, waiting room.

This room 
to be used when necessary by the county judge. 


Sectmd Floor. The-cennecting corridor will lead directly to the cir- 


cuit court room, at-the end of this corridor, will be the judge's private 
office. 
Adjoining this, the clerk of courts rooms, and. record room, 


reporter's room, lawyers' room and toilets for men and women. _ A 
stairway will lead directly from the court room to jury rooms which 
occupy part of a mezzanine floor between circuit court floor and ceiling. 
Another stairway leads from clerk's room to the record 'room, on the 
same floor and no access will be permitted to record room except through 
clerk's office. The circuit court room will .be entirely lighted from above, 
except for a few ventilating windows in the wall toward the old court 
house.

Mezzanine Floor, This floor will be taken up with two jury rooms 


with toilets for both sexes, a rest room for women jurors, and also one 
for men. With the court record room,, the balance, of this floor will be 
included in the upper part of circuit court room. 


Construction.. It.is.proposed to erect an entirely fire'proof building 


of the most modern type. The- general design, to be what is known as 
the skeleton reinforced concrete jype of construction on which all walls, 
partitions, and- floors, are supported' on. concrete columns and girders, 
except the liirge girders over .the supervisors' room and circuit court 
room; these to be steel supported on steel.columns and thoroughly fire 
proofed. The floors and roof to-be reinforced concrete joist with tile 
fillers. Partitions to be tile, exterior walls tile faced with suitable brick. 
Trimrai igs,, cornices, etc., to be terra cotta. This construction will 
permit of the greatest latitude in .moving partitions, and'rearranging 
rooms. Should it become necessary in the.future, and at the least pos- 
sible cost Heating to be a combination of blast and direct steam, 
automatically regulated. 
Plumbing to be modern in every respect 


Lighting, .both--natural -and artificial; has been-given careful atten- 
tion. "Interior finish'to: .be oak or other suitable hardwood. Floors to 
be tile, or jefraza in corridors and toilets and concrete with mastic or 
battleship linoleum'in offices.

Design..-Ik- seems .neither, .practical or desirable to. carry ont the 


design of the old. courthouse. .We have-therefore designed a building 
that will be complete/in itself and thoroughly, adapted to the-need of 
the plan-and at the same time, we have.conaiderel-the colors of brick 
»nd"terra cott* that wiH not clash with colora^of old buflding.and hare 
where possible, carried out-water table and cornice lines.

Cost. • We estimate the cost of ihSs boildinK,as described, at .$135,000. 


JThis amonnt;haying been arrived at by. detailed estimates and compari- 
sons with buildings of similar construction, design, and requirements. 


and after consultation • with reliable contractors, we believe that thii
